I brought up to date on what had been done in the past 

toward getting an urban-area research program instituted which would 
be responsive to the needs of DD/p as well as to the requirements of 
NIS Supplement IV. 


2. There is coverage for approximately fifty cities of 100,000 
and over population, which could become the basis for fairly accurate 
town plans produced at a scale to meet planning and 1 operational require- 
ments. The principal questions are (a) who needs them, (b) why, and 
(c) how much effort should be put into the utilization of available 
data in order to produce them. I agreed that I would explore this
